The  object  of  the  l.te  Sir  George  Klrkp.trick  in  introducing  the  bill  p«,ed 
m  188.  to  prohibit  ticket  acalping  in  Canada  a.  .hown  by  the  debates  in  Parlia- 
ment pnnted  in  Hansard,  was  chiefly  to  prevent  frauds  on  unsuspecting  travel- 
ler, and  instances  were  given  of  cases  where  such  frauds  had  worked  great 
hardship  to  poor  and  ignorant  persons  who  had  been  imposed  upon. 

The  records  of  the  Courts  in  the  United  State,  and  the  recommendations  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  from  year  to  year,  also  the  report  of  the 
heanng  before  the  Committee  on  IntersUte  and  Foreign  Commerce  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  Washington  in  ,897.  show  clearly  the  frauds  resulting 
from  thui  nefarious  business  which  Canada  has  been  free  from  owing  to  the  Act 
of  1882  and  ;^hich  it  is  now  proposed  shall  be  permitted  by  law
